AMATEUR TELEVISION DEMONSTRATION AT RSGB EXHIBITION IN LONDON 

The response of the average amateur to a demonstration of live ham TV 
exceeded our greatest expectations; tmmdreds of enquiries were dealt with during 
the three days of our show. Results were definitely GOOD. 

G2DUS sent Ken up on the Wednesday afternoon with the sound gear, end 
followed with the camera unit the next morning. Meamshile, Tony Gilbey had done 
some very fb test cards, titles, ani one saying: "Norm Service will be resumed 
Pete Parkin took some leave from the RAF, and brought a « 
wonderful banner to hang across the stage; G5ZT came up all the way from Plymouth 

days, and SCVO had words with his tutor and arranged time off

a raised dais about 10'x 8' in a smell alcove; 


borrowed from the RSGB stami ("dustshhets"), THE banner hung up, photos and 

and tea laid on, Ivan arrived at lunchtime, to the 
mptification of Pete, SZT ani SCWO. Nevertheless, the stand was looking a little 
more like home by 2.50, when the first half-hour performance went on the air. 

The camera dolly just fitted onto one section of the dais, but it was 
not possible to do any tracking or dolly shots; as it was 5ZT disappeared into 
the flowers at the front of the stand on ore occasicn, whilst doing a crafty ‘ort’ 
shot! It was found thct the mic boom counterweights had been taken back home again 
by mistake, ani after unsuccessfully trying Messrs. Woden for a u/s transformer, 
two bricks wrapped in gsi7y colcured green paper w-—-e pressed into service instaad 
Four No. 2 Photofloods were used, vith a 1 :.W bulb overhead to light the backcloth 
The heat was a little cxcessive at times, as the photofloods were only about 3' 
from the artistes (sic); fanring mmuolly with the “Intcrval" card had to be 
resorted to on several cecasions. 

The 15" monitcr was 175" away in the middle of the exhibition space, 
but the loss of quality ws not serious. The 9" monitor was on the stand, visible 
to comcraman ond amdience. Everything ran perfectly, although the small monitor 
nad a shorted turn on the line coil producing a distorted picture on the Friday. 

The shows thezsclves were restricted to about 50 mimtes duration, owing 
to the congestion occuring in the gangways during tiranemission periods. Our thanks 
are due to those firs who patiently put up with these intermtions at intcrvols 
of two hours. Title ceris cam on the regulation five mimutes befcre transmission 
followed by GSCVO ming ecm introductory remrks, or boing “caught" in the act 
of shoving himself with 0. Patkin's clectric razor....With the aid of charts,

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From CANADA, Bill Cheek VESEAB, of 102 Paradise Road North, Hamilton, Ontario, writes 
in to say that there are two clubs in Hamilton, boasting some 100 members. Most of these 
are on 2 metres, and some are on 420 mo/s and higher. 40 of them have formed a TV gioup; 
as far as Bill knows, this is the only TV group active in Canada, their activities being 
chiefly concerned with DX reception. The transmission side is “under discussion", but 
they have the same difficulties with the licences as we had - the Dept. of Transport in 
this case being slow to encourage them! 

On the commercial side, Canada has no TV service at all, although CBC are 
hoping to build stations at Toronto, Montreal and Ottawa with RCA equipment. Commercial 
and private sound stations are allowed, of course, but no TV as yet. Bill and the gang 
are on the fringes of WBEN Buffalo N.Y on Channel 4, ani WHAM Rochester N.Y on Channel 4, 
Both of these stations carry network programmes, and as a result the city engineer of 
Hamilton is very worried about the numbers of 100 ft antenna masts! That way they don't 
pay TV licences either, but when they come they are to be $10.00 against $2.50 for the 
sound licence. Bill can be found around 28,420 kc/s and is looking for us. Thanks for the 
report, om. 

From Nadi Airport, FI JI, Graham Goodger VR2BC/ZL2RP sends news of activity in Australia 
and New Zealand. The Australian government are considering tenders for the erection of a 
station at Sydney, and hope to have it in operation within two years. This is to operate 
in the 178-200 mc/s band, with a bandwidth of 7 mc/s for a 625 line 25 picture double 
interlaced, aspect ratio 4 by 5. The video will be of negative polarity, A.M, and the 
sound will be on FM. Horizontal polarisation will be used. 

In ZL, due to the small population and mountainous country, there is no 
prospect of TV for some time, although a couple of hams there have camera units in action 
Graham is building up a telestill camera for his own use, and hopes to contact some of 
the other TV types on 440 mc/s. Good luck, om.
